Surmounting colossal difficulties 
that involved plans, layouts, loca- 
tions, estimates, materials and 
labour, completion of permanent en 
campments for some 125,000 officers 
and men in the months just past 
constitutes an amazing record in 
Cana‘ia’s war effort. 

Thirteen encampments for the 
Active Army end thirty-nine fo: 
recruits called for training in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
National Resources Act are covered 
in this program of erecting and eq- 
uipping to the last detail 2,500 new 
buildings suitable for year-round 
use, 

Like modern towns and small 
cities, these camps have their own 
water, sewage, light and power 
systems, and living quarters have 
all the conveniences of city homes, 

Blocks of buildings include hut- 
ments for sleeping purposes, dining 
halls, recreation centres, messes, 
headquarters’ offices. canteens, 
stores and supply depots, hospitals 
and dental clinics, rifle ranges, etc.,

FOOD FOR HITLER'S GUNS 


By Alma 8, Wittlin 


This is total war all right. It 
is being fought everywhere—in 
you kitchen, for instance, whether 
you live in Buenos Aires or Van- 
couver, or Singapore or Sydney. 


As a woman, I feel that any 
woman anywhere who can look 
at a well-stocked pantry should 
thank heaven for two things. She 
should be grateful that the essen- 
tial articles of the family diet have 
come her way and, in the second 
place, she should be glad that they 
have not gone to Hitler. 

For if Hitler had them, they 
would be used, not for food merely 
but in many cases for the manutac- 
ture of weapons of destruction. 

In Nazi Germany parts of aer>- 
planes are made of milk, the fuel 
for some of these aeroplanes is 
provided by alcohol extracted from 
potatoes, and butter is made into 
explosives. 

This may sound somewhat fan- 
tastic, but the whole development 
of the German “substitute” industry 
and the Nazis’ exploitation of the 
most unlikely materials for the 
manufacture of armaments. by 
means of, which they hope to gain 
the mastery of the world is even 
more fantastic than that. 


In countries with a democratic 
and humane outlook it would be 
thought shameful to convert foods 
essential to the health of the pop- 
ulation into bombing aeroplanes 
and explosives. A very different 
morality, however, obtains in Nazi 
Germany. 

Those people who are concerned 
just now lest the civil population 
of Europe should be reduced to 
starvation as the result of the 
British blockade should bear in 
mind that Hitler is using only @ 
part of the food supplies available 
to him to feed the people of the 
subject countries, and is using the 
remainder as raw material for his 
araments industry. This, moreover, 
has been his practice over a period 
of several’ years. z 

They Go Short to Make War 

The shortage of foodstuffs in

1933, when the 
National Socialists came into power 
and began their preparations for 
a world war, For nearly eight 
years now:the German housewife 
has been fighting a losing battle.

The hungry customers were 
told for their consolation that 30 
percent of what they paid for their

for the poor, 

The truth is that the German’ 
people have been kept short of 
food for such pretexts for years

By refraining from importing 
such commodities as tea and coffee 
the Nazis were able to use their 
foreign currency for importing raw 
materials for the manufacture of 
armaments. 

Moreover, the actual foodstuffs 
which the population was made to 
do without were utilised as raw 
materials for amaments, 

So the various reasons for stint- 
ing the people all boiled down to 
one—preparing for ‘war. 

How Is It Done 


Let us look a little more closely 
at the technique of this modern 
witches’ cauldron.

Red Cross Notes 


RED CROSS SHIPS PARCELS 
TO TROOPS OVERSEAS 


Approximately 28,000 Red Cross 
parcels of food for British includ- 
ing Canadian prisoners of war in 
Germany have been shipped from 
the Toronto depot, and 18,000 of 
these are on their way overseas, 
Dr. Fred W. Routley, National 
Commissioner of the Canadian Red 
Cross, reported yesterday. 

The parcels are sent from New 
York on American export liner to 


Lisbon, where they are taken over 


by International Red Cross repres- 
entatives who guarantee their safe 
delivery to the prisoners. The 
parcels to to Marseilles on a Red 
Cross ship which is permitted to 
pass through the British blockade. 
They are then put aboard a Red 
Cross train bound for Geneva, and 
their distribution to the prisoners 
is handed from this point. 

About 5,000 of the food parcels 
which left Toronto recently are 
aboard a ship carrying American 
Red Cross supplies to Europe. 

The parcels of food, each of 
which contains a sufficiently bal- 
anced diet to last a prisoner a full 
week, are being packed in Toronto 
at the present time. The original 
output of the depot ,which has 
been open four weeks, was 5,000 
parcels a week, but the machinery

utes before a network Interview, 
and the time he “dried up” with 
mike fright, anouncing the sooth- 
ing melodies of Mart Kenny and 
His Western Gentlemen. 

He can still give a fairly authen- 
tic impression of Graham McNamee 
or George Hicks. He likes to read 
as well as talk and he likes to 
sing or listen to’ someone else 
do right by the lovely tunes of 
Victor Herbert. Energetic, senti- 
mental, kind, he is quick to ad- 
mire the abilities of those with 
whom he is associated. He puts 
it on record, too, for in his spare 
time he batters out little stories 
about his confreres, perhaps because 
that spell at the typewritter brings 
to life a sweet nostalgia that no 
man with printers’ ink in his 
fingers wants to smother.
